The school board decided to maintain nine schools in , 
the spring. ‘There was no school in the Dalton district as 
there were but two scholars and they attended school in 
Bridgewater. 

In the fallterm we had eleven schools. We employed 
resident teachers as far as possible. With few exceptions, 
they gave good satisfaction. 

There was an urgent call for a school in No. 11, on 
Gordon Hill, and it was decided to have a half-day session 
for that term. 

All our teachers were fully capable, when required, of 
teaching any of the studies taught in the preparatory 
department at N. H. L. I. 

Parents and guardians please look at the report and 
note the instances of non-attendance. As long as you 
neglect to send your children to school regularly so long 
there wiil be dissatisfaction in the schools. 

If parents would visit the schools they would often be 
greatly surprised at the lack of interest manifested by their 
own children. The teachers cannot do everything alone. 

We purchased, the past year, ten outline blackboard 
maps —five of the United States, and five of New Hamp- 
shire. 
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In addition to the funds reported by the school treas- 
urer, there is in the town treasury $159.69, received from the 
state for schools. This was not received until after our 
schools for the year had closed.
